The shock was 
so terrific tliat it was felt an over the city, 
and not one brick up on another is left In 
the front and roar walls of the building, 
while tho adjacent building- are W ily 
damaged and the glas-. In the win lows tn 
tlie Gibson House and the large Johnson 
building across the street were all broken. 
The glass 
whs broken out of street cars 
that were p assing at the time and one of 
the cars was badly wrecked, but none of 
the p assengers were seriously hurt. 
All 
the horses In the immediate neighborhood 
broke from their fastenings and ran away, 
and there was not only intense excite­ 
ment but also the greatest confusion. 
Tho exp losion took p lace four doors from 
tho Intersection of Fifth and W alnut 
streets, whore the p ostuffieu is located on 
one side and Fountain square on the 
other 
p eo p le Hurt In S ta m p ed es. 
No p irt of tho city is more* crowded than 
this, and soon there were thousands of 


was knocked senseless, but a f’erward re* 
covered sufficiently to take the train for 
Sr. Louis on his way west.

Women whose husbands and sons had 
not reached home by 10 or 11 o’clock came

ing, where they were weep ing and crying l 
tftat 
about their friends being in the wreckage. 
There were quite a number of men among 
these weep ing ones. 
several men felt 
confident that their sons were In the large 
rooms at that time and among the vic­ 
tims. 
At 10:80 the 8-year-old boy of 
Adolp h Drachs was taken from the ruins, 
so badly hurt that he is not likely to live. 
A most touching scene occurred when 
Fireman John McCarthy found his broth­ 
er p inioned under a heavy beam and hog­ 
ging tho men above him to kill him. 
Mc­ 
Carthy said there were throe other men 
neat him and they were alive. 
Herman 
Xolt« , Jr., was standing by a barbershop 
p ole D an adjoining building when struck 
by » one debris and suffered a broken leg 
and other Injuries.

Salt creek was a considerable stream 
at tha t time, and in high water the 
broad bottom land was tlooded, mak ing 
the road uncomfortable, if not d ange r­ 
ous to trav el, the water being often 
deep enough to “ swim" a horse.
